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INTRODUCTION 

To  the  ('hain'inooi  and  Members  of  the 
Ellesmere  Pori  Urban  Did  riel  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  ({entleinen, 

I have  pleasure  in  present ini>'  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Cireumstanees  of  the  Urban  Distriet  for 
the  year  1!U9. 

The  loeal  statistics  relathi^'  to  health,  continue  on  tlie 
whol(:  to  be  satisfactory,  and  comi)are  favourably  with  the 
National  figures. 

A summary  ol  the  main  items  is  given  below,  together 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  smaller  towns. 

The  (hude  Death  Rate  is  7.12  per  LOOO  estimated  i)0]m- 
lath)n,  com])ared.  with  S.19  in  1948.  The  Death  Rate  for  England 
ajid  Wales  is  11.7,  and  for  148  smaller  towns  the  rate  is  12.0. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  21.50  per  1,000  poi>ulation  ; in  1948 
the  rate  was  21.54.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  16./. 

The  Infant  51ortality  Rate  is  81.2  ])er  1,000  live  births, 
comimred  with  83.08  for  1948.  The  Rate  foi'  hjiigland  and  A\  ales 
is  82.0,  and  for  148  smaller  towns  80.0. 

There  were  again  no  deaths  of  mothers  associated  with 
childbirth. 

No  outbreaks  of  food  j/oisoniiig  occurred. 

Witli  the  exce])tion  of  Di])htheria,  the  common  Infec- 
tious Diseases  showed  an  increase  compared  with  the  j/revious 
year.  This  was  especially  the  case  with  measles  840  (88),  and 
Whooping  Cough  129  (54).  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  50  (41). 

There  w('re  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified;  thci'e  were 
7 in  1948.

Anioii^'  tlic  less  eonjiiioii  hifeet^ous  Disccises  there  were 
2r)  cases  of  Dysentery,  2 cases  of  Tyj)hoi(l,  and  1 case  of  Folio- 
(.'nce])lialilis.  Twenty-three  of  the  Dysentery  cases  were  con- 
tined.  to  the  children  and  staff  of  the  Ellesniei'c  lh)rt  Dav  Nur-

s('ry.  They  were  ol'  inild  (Sonne)  1yi)e,  and  made'  i»’ood  though 
j)rot racted  recovery. 

Tlu^  two  cases  notified  as  Ty])hoid  occurred  in  tlie  same 
laniilx . The  first  case  wvis  active  and  wars  a young  wamian.  The 
second  case,  a.  earlier,  apjiarently  hi  good  health,  occurred  in 
the  grandmother,  and  was  discoverin]  on  investigation  of  the 
first  case.  The  young  woman  made  a,  good  recovery  in  hospital. 
The  older  woman  was  contined  to  hospital  for  si'veral  montir 
before  it  wais  possible  to  eradicate  tlu^  infection. 


In  the  Sanitary  Department,  Housing  and  Overcrowding 
conditions  continue  to  be  a major  {iroblem,  whtli  no  improvement 
at.  tiu'  close  of  the  .year  in  resjieih  of  ovi'rcrowaling. 

The  formei'  Military  Damps  in  the  District  are  still  in 
lull  use  as  units  for  human  habitation,  with  (giite  a ^va’ting  list 
of  a})])licants  for  this  type  of  dvrelling,  many  of  wdiom  are  living 
in  overcrowded  conditmns.  Whilst  all  these  circumstances  are 
fulh  a])])reciated,  it  is  felt  that  these  hutments  should  be  dis- 
[lensed  whth  as  soon  as  possible,  as  they  fall  so  short  of 
jireseiit  housing  standards. 


Inspection  of  Doodst lift's  and  sampling  of  Min':  and  Ice 
Cream  have  been  carried  out  during  routine  work.  It  w ill  be 
noted  in  the  section  of  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
that  of  the  81  sam]iles  of  )Milk  examined  hy  the  Bacteriologist 
for  keeping  quality,  60  \vere  satisfactory  and  passed  the  pres- 
cribed test.  It  ’s  pleasing  to  note  that  all  61)  samples  of  Milk 
examined  for  B.  Tuberculosis  w’-ere  returned  negative.  Of  the 
61)  samples  of  Ice  Cream  and  Lolly  Ices  obtained  for  Bacterio- 
logical examination  51  ivere  considered  satisfactory.  Those  fig- 
ures are  quite  favourable,  and  the  system  now  m oiieration 
should,  be  maintained  so  that  the  whole  field  of  the  food  inspec- 
tion servici-  is  kept  properly  controlled. 


The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  tlirougliont  the 
district  is  quite  good,  and  it  will  be  observed  in  the  report  that 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  food  bye-laws  are  in  course  of  being 
adopted  relative  to  the  handling,  wra})ping'  and  delivery,  and 
sale  of  food  in  the  open  air  along  the  lines  of  the  model  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 


The  Food  and  Drugs  (i\lilk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  which 
caim:  into  operation  on  thc^  1st  October,  1949,  transferred  the 
supervision  of  ndlk  production  at  the  farms  and  inspection  of 
coAVsheds,  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  This 
is.  to  be  regretted  as,  without  doubt,  the  standard  of  milk  pro- 
duction and  of  construction  of  cowsheds  was  never  better. 


Included  at  the  end  of  this  Report  is  an  extract  from 
my  Annual  Report  as  Divisional  iMedical  Officer,  on  the  Personal 
Health  Services  operating  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  in 
the  Fllesmere  Port  Division.  It  is  thought  such  information  may 
also  be  of  interest  to  those  members  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Fllesmere  Port  Divisional  Health  Committee. 


In  addition  to  other  services,  functions  such  as  iMaternity 
and  Child  AVelfare,  Day  Nurseries,  Immunisation,  etc.  , wiiicli 

were  formerlv  carried  out  bv  the  CrFan  District  Council  as

an  autonomous  authority,  are  descilbed.

Chemical  analysis  of  water  and  Bacterioioi>'ical  examina- 
tions of  water  and  milk  are  carried  out  at  regular  intervals. 
Bacteriological  examinations  of  throat  swabs  for  suspected  cases 
of  I)i])htheria,  and  the  necessary  investigation  of  any  serious 
Infectious  Disease  epidemic  are  undej*taken  according  to 
reouirements. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  which  has  been  organised 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medk'al  Research  Council,  and  has  local  laboratories,  now 
undertakes  (since  bth  duly,  1948)  free  bacteriological  examina- 
tions of  milk,  water  and  other  specimens  for  Local  Authorities. 
The  Laboratory  for  this  area  is  situated  at  Birkenhead. 

h'ood  and  drugs  adnrnist ration  is  carried  out  by  the 
(k)unty  (A)uncil,  and  their  Officei's  submit  snm])les  for  examina- 
tion by  the  County  Analyst. 

The  numbei'  of  swabs  examined  for  B.  Diphtheria  wars  8. 
There  w'ere  8 throat  swaibs,  all  of  wdiich  Avere  negatwe. 


Tlie  number  of  s])eeimens  of  sputa  examiiied  tor  B. 
Tubei'culosis  in  the  County  Lrd)oratory  Avas  2.  Of  this  total  1 
Avas  returned  positive  and  1 negative.

Since  the  5th  duly,  1948,  reorganisation  of  Ami)ulance  serv’ces 
lias  taken  place  in  accordajice  Avith  tlie  ])rovisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act.  The  Local  Health  Authority  (Cheshire 
County  C^ouncil)  is  noAv  responsible  for  tluese  services  and  has  a. 
scheme  of  Divisional  administration  by  local  Committees  through- 
out the  Count  A . These  Committees  are  resTK)nsible  to  the  Countv 


l_'ouneil  for  running’  t!u^  local  Anibulaiice  8(‘i‘vicos.  There  is  now 
no  special  provision  for  special  Ainbulances  for  the  removal  of 
Infectious  cases  to  hospital  with  the  exception  of  Smallpox. 

NURSING  IN  TJIE  HOME 


Reorganisation  of  the  District  Nursing  Service  has  also 
occurred  under  the  Act.  The  Local  Health  Authority  has  iiow 
taken  over  these  services  from  the  District  Nursing  Association, 
though  the  service  continues  to  opei'ate  in  much  the  same  way  as 
previously. 


ilJNK'S  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES, 

These  are  held  at  the  IMaternitv  and  Child  Welfare

Maternity  : Provision  is  made  for  maternity  accommoda- 
tion in  the  Clatterbridge  Oeneral  IIos})ital,  where  the  patients 
are  under  tlu'  supervision  of  the  consulting  Obstetrician  who 
attends  the  Ante-natal  clinics.  In  this  block  tliere  a.re  34  ])eds. 

In  addition  tliere  is  a sejiarate  Maternity  Home  at  Heswall. 

The  services  of  the  consultant  Obstetrician  are  available 
at  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  held  twice  weekly  at  the 
Welfare  Centre,  and  at  any'  time  if  reiiuired  in  an  emergency  by 
a general  jiractitioiier  in  tlu'  district.

Creat  Sutton  by  one  standpi]ie,  a cottage  in  (treat  Stanney 
and  a house  in  Little  Sutton  which  obtains  its  supply  from  a 
piivati  well-  A number  of  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Ince  also 
obtain  water  through  stand])i])es,  the  remainder  having  a ppied 
su|)ply  laid  into  the  houses. 

The  water  throughout  the  district  is  in  a p’ped  supply 
from  the  pum])ing  stations  at  ilooton,  Prenton  and  Moulds- 
wortli.  x\t  the  Hooton  station  the  water  goes  through  the 
softening  jirocess,  but  at  Prenton  and  IMouldsworth  softening- 
operations  have  lieen  temporarily  suspended. 


During  the  year  86  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  16  saupdes  for  Chemical  Analysis  from  the 
fiamed  tap  in  tlu'  softening  liouse  of  tlie  three  ])umping 
stations. 


The  following  are  the  results  of  a sam]ile  of  water  taken 
for  Bacteriological  exandnation  from  the  pumping  station  at 
Mouldsworth  on  the  29th  I)ec('mber.  1949,  and  this  is  a fair 
s])ecimen  of  the  average  result  from  all  86  samples  throughout 
the  vear. 

Similarly  a])])ended  is  a coi)y  of  the  analyst's  re])ort 
on  the  Chemical  analysis  of  a sample  taken  from  the  ])umping 
statmn  at  Ilooton  on  the  17th  October,  1949,  here  again  this 
is  a satisfactory  sample  which  does  not  differ  in  any  major 
respect  from  the  other  16  samples  for  chemical  analysis  made 
during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  fact  that  all  the 
samples  taken  from  the  MouldsAvorth  and  Prenton  Pumping 
Stations  were  hard  in  character,  though  not  to  a degree  which 
could  be  considered  unsatisfactory.

J lousing  coiuiitioiis,  gciieraiiy,  still  cause  concern  to  ilie 
Depariinent,  and  in  coniieclion  with  overcrowding,  205  coni- 
j)lainls  were  received  during  the  t)eriod  under  review.  Details 
ot'  each  complaint  \vere  carefully  examined  and  reported  upon 
to  th('  ilousing  (Lettings)  Lomm’ttee  for  their  consideration, 
together  with  a report  and  recommendation  from  the  Chief  Sani- 
tary inspector. 


5die  Council,  in  the  light  of  the  third  repoi't  issued  dur- 
ing the  year,  of  the  iioushig  .Management  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee,  relative  to  “Selection  of 
Tenants”  considered  the  system  of  lettiiigs  of  Council  Houses, 
and  a new  scheme  was  i)ut  into  operation  very  mucii  on  the  lines 
indicated  in  the  aforementioned  report.  “Housing  Need”  should 
always  be  the  predominating  factor  of  every  case  selected  whilst 
so  much  overcrowding  remains. 


The  position  in  respect  of  this  complex  problem  shewed 
no  improvement  during  the  yeai',  due  to  the  insufticient  number 
of  houses  completed.

ft  will  lie  noted  that  most  of  the  work  carried  out  is 
done  so  by  informal  action,  nevertheless,  in  fourteen  instances, 
warning  letters  were  sent  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Conned  to  the 
owners  concerned  in  resjiect  of  non-compliance  with  Abatement 
-Notices  served  U])on  them,  prior  to  any  legal  jiroceedings  being 
instituted.  Cf  these  Notices,  s'x  remained  in  hand  at  the  close 
of  the  vear. 


Certificates  have  again  been  issued  to  local  builders  in 
supiiort  of  their  application  for  controlled  materials,  in  order 
to  enable  them  to  carry  out  essential  re])airs  to  pro]ierty  in  this 
district. 


Detailed  rejioits  were  presented  to  the  Health  Committee 
in  res])ect  of  the  general  ('onditions  of  three  dwellings.  In  two 


instances,  undertakings  were  received  i’roni  the  Owners  that  the 
premises  would  not  again  be  used  for  human  habitation  unless 
and  until  they  had  been  rendered  so  fit  to  the  satisfaction  of 


the  Local  Authority.  In  the  remaining  case,  an  undertaking 
was  received  that  as  soon  as  alternative  accommodation  could 
be  provieied,  either  by  the  Local  Authority  or  the  tenant,  the 
[)remises  would  not  again  be  used  for  human  habitation.  All 
three  undertakings  were  accepted  by  the  Council'. 


A case  pending  from  the  previous  year  was  finally  settled 
when  the  Owner  had  agreed  to  render  the  premises  fit  for  liiiman 
habitatioii  and  such  undertaking  was  accepted. 


A contravention  of  Section  154  Public  Health  Act,  Dob, 
was  rei)orted  ui)on  and  legal  i)roceedings  instituted  relat’ve  to 
the  exchange  of  toys  for  rags  to  children.  One  defendant  was 
hned  £2.,  and  twx)  defendants  10/-  each. 


During  the  year  under  review',  300  dust  bins  w'ere  sup- 
plied and  delivered  to  premises,  including  Council  Houses,  on 
leceiving  payment  from  the  Owners.  Several  Owners  of  domestic 
property  still  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service,  and 
is  is  hoped  it  wall  be  carried  on  as  a permanent  feature.  Tinu' 
is  saved  ])v  this  method  and  the  servC'c  of  notices  is  eliminated.

All  infc'sted  houses  were  treated  with  liquid  and  powder 
lorm  of  D.D.T.,  with  satisfactory  results.  It  is  not  generally 
considered  now  necessary  to  liave  wood-work  removed  in  the 
))edrooms  to  facilitate  disinfestation,  due  to  the  effective  delayed 
action  of  D.D.T. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  liy  the  Local 
Authority,  through  the  staff  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

DhAINS  AND  SEWDDADD. 

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district.  The 
Avorks  at  Little  Stanney  were  newly-erected  during  the  year 
1933,  and  designed  for  a population  of  20,000;  wdiilst  the  dis- 
posal wmrks  at  Sunnysidh,  Pontoon,  known  as  the  Towui  Works, 
were  re-constructed  and  designed  for  a population  of  7,000.  A 
small  area  is  still  drained  under  the  Manchester  Sln.p  Caiuil 
to  the  River  Mersey  without  treatment. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  by  Mi.  A.  11.  S.  Waters, 
jM.Inst.  C.E.,  the  Council’s  consulting  Engineer,  in  consultation 
with  the  Couned’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  to  provide  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  'works  for  the  Parish  of  Ince.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPI’LV. 

With  the  coming  into  o])cration  on  the  1st  October,  l!)4b, 
of  the  Food  & Drugs  (Milk  & Dairies)  Act,  1944,  the  supervision 
of  milk  production  at  the  farms  and  inspection  of  cowslieds 
])assed  to  the  (Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries.  County  Dis- 
trict Authorities  remain  in  control  on  the  retail  side  with  the 
supervision  of  dairies  and  distributoi's  of  milk. 


There  are  16  registered  dairies  and  14  distri])idors  in  tlu' 
district.  In  addition,  14  distriliutors  liring  milk  into  the  district 
from  outside  and  there  arc*  two  registered  ^vholesalers  resident 
outside  the  area. 


With  the  change  in  legislation  governing  milk  production, 
a rota  system  has  been  })ut  into  o[)m'ation  whereby  samples  of 
milk  are  taken  at  regular  inteivals  from  registered  premises 
dealing  with  distributors  and  farmers  retailing  milk. 

95  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  sent  to  the  bac- 
leriologist  for  examination,  each  being  examined  in  accordance 
with  the  des^’gnation  applicable  to  the  sample. 


Of  the  69  .samples  examined  for  Tuberculosis  all  wen' 
n'})orted  negative.  81  sam])les  were  examined  on  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  the  kee])ing  (piality  of  the  milk  and  60  or 
74  per  cent,  were  satisfactory. 

46  Dealers’  licences  and  3 Supplementary  licences  were 
'ssued  b>'  the  Local  Authority  under  The  Milk  (S])ecial  Desig- 
nation) Regulations. 


A large  number  of  retailers  obtain  their  su})])lies  already 
bottled,  which  obviates  a further  handling  of  the  milk  and  h 
coiLsidered  as  beuig  a progressive  outlook.

Fareful  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  premises  and 
whilst  in  lt)41,  leaflets,  cards  and  posters  relative  to  personal 
cleanliness  and  hygiene  were  distributed  to  all  food  traders,  the 
importance  of  this  matter  is  still  being  stressed  at  every  inspec- 
t ion. 

In.  October,  1!)41),  a Circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry 
oi'  Food,  togethei  with  co])ies  of  i\lodel  Byelaws  in  connection 
with  the  making  bv  Local  Authorities  of  bvelaws  within  the 
provision  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  relative  to  handling,  wrap- 
])ing  and  delivery,  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air.  These  were 
receiving  active  attention  bv  the  Council  at  the  close  of  the  vear. 
it  is  felt,  howevei',  that  whilst  they  are  referred  to  as  Series  one, 
the  i\lodel  Byelaws  could  well  have  contained  rcHiuirements  of 
a.  much  stronger  character. 

fn  connection  with  ice-cream  theie  are  Bvo  premises  in 
the  district  manufacturing  by  the  hot  mix  method.  Conditions 
at  both  |)laces  are  very  satisfactory. 

bb  samples  of  ice-cream  and  lolly  ices  were  taken  for 
examination  from  all  dealers  and  manufactureis  during  the  vear. 
Sampling  for  ice-cream  is  carried  out  on  a rota  system  as  for 
milk  samjTing,  whereby  samples  are  obtained  from  every  dealer. 

Of  the  69  samples  obtained,  11  were  in  respect  of  lolly 
ices,  10  of  which  were  satisfactory.  The  remaining  58  samples 
of  ice-cream  are  classified  as  follows  in  accordance  with  the 
])rovisional  grading  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  : —

In  respect  of  the  samph‘s  placed  in  Crade  4,  appropriate 
action  was  taken  by  the  De])artment. 

The  code  of  practice  as  wms  envisaged  in  the  previous 
year's  report  is  now  in  operation  affecting  the  sale  of  ice-cream 
at  premises  and  from  vehicles  throughout  the  distrmt.  Close 
co-operation  with  the  trade  has  been  maintained. 


Some  attention  has  also  been  given  in  res])ect  of  obtaining 
samples  of  ‘Svashing  up”  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  snack  bars  and  cafes.  18  samples  rvere  obtained,  of  which 
13  were  not  satisfactorv.

The  year  1040  saw  the  esta])lishment  and  developmenl 
of  the  Personal  Health  Services  under  the  various  Sections  wliich 
liad  been  delegated  to  the  Committee  by  the  County  CounciJ, 
as  Local  Health  Authority,  on  the  5th  duly,  1048. 

Some  of  these,  e.g.,  Section  22,  dealing  Avith  the  Care  oi 
Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Avere  already  Avell  esta])lishe(l, 
either  directly  under  the  County  Council  or  under  the  autonom- 
ous local  authorities  Avho  had  administered  them  for  a number 
of  years,  prior  to  1048. 

Further  develoi)ment  under  this  Section  lias  l)een  sought, 
by  opening  additional  Weifaie  Centres,  mainty  in  the  Rural 
Areas,  and  reviewing  the  futur(‘  requirements  of  the  Urban 
Area^A. 

Homo  Xursing,  and  VTicciiiai  ion  and  Immunisation,  were 
established  Services  Avliich  have  been  transferred  to  the  County 
Council.  In  the  case  of  the  former,  the  Committee,  Avhilst  not 
responsible  for  the  work  of  the  District  Nurses,  is  concerned 
with  their  accommodatk)n  and  transport.  This  also  applies  to 
MidAvives  and  Health  Visitors.  The  lady  members  of  the  AVelfare 
Sub-Commitfee  have  l)een  most  helpful  in  several  instances  Avhere 
accommodation,  furnishings,  and  transi)ort  of  Nurses  Avere  in- 
volved.

Domestic  Help  was  previously  a Service  oiierated  mainly 
in  L rban  Districts  by  Alaternity  and  Child  AVelfare  Authorities, 
to  provide  the  necessary  help  in  confinement  cases  at  the  patient’s 
home.  This  Service  has  now  been  expanded  to  include  all  cases 
ot  illness,  and  a])p1ications  have  steadily  increased  during  th(' 


year.  The  Service  is  provided  mainly  fiom  a Register  of  part- 
lime  workers,  although  two  full-time  Domestic  Helps  continue 
to  be  employed  in  the  Ellesmere  Fort  Urban  District.  This  Ser- 
vice appears  to  be  a necessary  and  effective  aid  in  those  homes 
where  illness  or  disability  leaves  nobody  to  carry  on  the  essential 
domestic  services  of  the  household. 


The  Health  Services  availal^le  have  been  freely  published 
in  the  T^ress,  and  by  notices  at  Clinics,  Doctors’  Surgeries,  Post 
Oftices,  ITiblic  Libraries,  and  Police  Stations,  throughout  the 
I tivision. 


Individual  notices  relating  to  \hiccinalion  and  Immunisa- 
tion have  lieen  sent  to  parents  of  new-born  babies. 

Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  District  Nurses,  aijd  othe)’ 
Officers  have  brought  the  Health  Seiwice  to  the  notice  of  mem- 
liers  of  the  Public  by  their  personal  contacts  in  their  work  and 
otherwise. 


It  is  feit  that  individual  contacts  produce  better  results 
than  organised  propaganda  through  the  medium  of  leaflets  and 
post  ere,.

HOME  NUESING. 

In  several  cases  additional  new  furnishings  and  furniture 
were  supi)lied,  and  repairs  anel  decorations  undertaken.  Sui)er- 
vision  of  the  transport  of  District  Nurses  and  District  Nurse 
Midwives  resulted  in  the  replacement  of  old  vehicles  and  the 
sup])ly  of  new^  vehicles  where  necessary.  The  several  Lady 
Members  of  the  Divisional  Committee,  who  undertook  to  super- 
vise the  general  welfare  of  the  District  Nurses  and  District 
Nurse  Midwives  in  these  matters,  have  greatly  helped  the  Com- 
mittee and  Staff  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Service.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made 
to  actpiire  an  adequate  Depot.  A new  Austin  Ambulance  arrived 
and.  a staff  of  two  full-time  permanent  drivers  and  two  atten- 
dants were  apitointed,  in  addition  to  the  retention  of  the  ser- 
vices of  two  ])art-time  drivers  for  ni^ht  and  week-end  duty.

Towrirds  the  middle  of  the  year  the  increased  use  of  the 
hire  car  service,  i.e.,  taxis  and  W.V.S.  transport,  and  the 
mounting  costs  for  the  transport  of  “sitting  cases”  caused  the 
Committee  to  recommend  the  i)urchase  of  two  cars  for  this  trans- 
j)ort  service,  together  with  the  appointment  of  two  drivers,  and 
an  addiiional  attendant.

The  formation  of  a Tuberculosis  After-Care  Sub-Com- 
mittee had  been  deferred  pending  a complete  assessment  of 
the  needs  lor  Tuberculosis  in  the  area.  An  investigation  into 
all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register  (some  500)  was  com- 
menced during  the  yeai*,  and  initial  results  showed  that  con- 
siderable revision  was  necessary  to  bring  the  Register  up  to 
date,  to  form  an  accurate  iiieture  of  the  number  and  the  types 
of  cases  in  the  area,  followhig  the  movements  of  ])0})iilation 
during  and  following  tlu'  Avar.

The  shortage  of  saiiitoria  and  hos})it.al  l)eds,  the  iaek 
of  adequate  housing  accommodation  and  the  ju'evalence  of  over- 
crowding have  aggravated  the  problem  of  the  Tuberculous 
patient. 


With  regard  to  after-care  of  other  ty])es  of  illness,  better 
liaison  with,  and  information  from,  the  hosi)itals  have  increased 
the  Committee  s scope  for  dealing  with  such  cases.  There  remains 
however,  the  need  for  more  Convalescent  Homes  for  tlic  re- 
habilitation of  cases  discharged  from  hospital,  and  af1(n*  ill- 
nesses at  home.  The  problem  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  is 
difficult,  as  so  many  of  these  cases  require  prolonged  institutional 
treatment,  especially  where,  as  frequently  hap])ens,  relatives 
are  not  available  to  look  after  them  adecpiately  at  home.

Since  then,  however, 
as  tile  rates  of  iiay  have  been  increased  from  J/Gd.  to  2/-  per 
lioLir,  these  services  have  been  readilv  available. 

Idiev  wei'e  used  in  the  first  instance  mainlv  for  confine- 

k.  « 

ment  cases  at  home ; hut  as  the  Scheme  became  more  widely 
Iviiown,  they  have  been  used  in  most  types  of  illness  (with  the 
('xception  of  infectious  diseases),  and  especially  in  chronic  ill- 
lU'sses  where  hel})  is  not  available  in  the  home. 

An  establishment  of  seven  whole-time  Domestic  Helps 
was  tixed  by  the  Divisional  Committee;  only  two  iiermanent 
wh<\h‘-time  Domestic  Helps  have,  however,  been  appointed,  and 
they  are  based  on  the  Dllesmere  Iffirt  Urban  Distiict,  to  be 
available  iiminly  foi'  confinement  cases. 

Tn  the  remainder  of  the  Division  it  has  been  found  more 
satisfactory  to  rely  on  temiiorary  Domestic  Helps.  In  many 
instances  their  services  are  not  reituired  on  a whole-time  basis, 
two  or  three  hours  dailv  Avork  beiiiG'  sufficient  for  the  need.s 
of  many  cases  of  chronic  illness. 

As  the  Scheme  is  not  a free  servA-e  ami  charges  are  based 
on  financial  means,  some  cases  who  find  the  assessment  charges 
high  prefei'  to  emjiloy  this  hel})  on  a part-time  basis,  and  in 
other  cases  prefer  to  make  their  own  arrangements.  In  a num- 
ber of  instances  the  Divisional  Commdtee  has  reduced  the 
assessment  charges  on  appeal. 

Suitable  applicants  for  service  as  Temporary  Domestic 
Hel]rs  were  secured  by  advertisement  in  the  Press.  The  Health 
\dsitors  interviewed  these  women  and  compiled  a list  of  those 
who  appeared  satisfactory,  and  it  is  from  this  list  that  the 
Domestic  Heli)s  are  drawn.  Indeed,  much  of  the  success  and 
smooth  working  of  the  Scheme  is  due  to  the  helpful  co-operation 
of  the  Countv  Health  Vishors  in  making  the  necessarv  arrange- 
merits  between  jiatients  and  Domestic  Helps,  and  in  exercising 
supervision  of  their  work  in  individual  cases.
